right bank of the 


Mouse (Verdun front). 


News of the repulse of the German 


attacks and of tbe French gain was 
contained in the official communique 
of the French war office. It stated 
that the Germans drove home hard 
blows north of the Somme and that 
they attacked on both sides of the 
Meuse river. However, the Teutons 
were unable to Advance against the 
blasts of artillery and machine gun 
Are of the French.

Italian experts quoted 
by the Trlbuna assert that Austria 
will be unable to recover from these 
Jpsses. The Tribuna says the Aus- 
trian losses from the beginning of 
the Russian offensive up to July 24, 
are 306,500 in prisoners, 1,600 of 
them officers and 300,000 in killed 
and wounded. The Austrians killed, 
wounded and captured on the Italian 
front, it says, number 150,000.

British Aeroplane Meets Enemy Off 


East Coast of England. 


LONDON, July 
31.—A 
British 


aeroplane early today attacked and 
defeated a Zeppelin airship in a bat- 
tle 30 miles off the coast of England. 
The details of the battle are given 
in an official 
statement 'r.sucd by 


the British admiralty this afternoon. 
The text of the report follows: 


"At 5:15 o'clock this morning <ne 


of our aeroplanes pursued and 
f>t- 


tacked a' Zeppelin 30 miles off the 
east coast. The pilot fired two trays 
of ammunition into the 
Zeppelin 


when he was temporarily incapaci- 
tated by the handle of a machine 
gun flying off and stunning him. Ihe 
Zeppelin , was 
nowhere to be seen 


when the pilot regained conscious- 
ness. He was there 
forced .a re- 


turn."

on its way to bombard the Brit rh 
coast when it was sighted over the 
North sea.

is on the defensive. Ths iniative has 
passed to the entente allies. This is 
the one great outstanding fact of the 
second year of the great war. 


Before, she aimed a blow where 


she pleased and the allies parried It 
as best they might. She wised most 
of Belgium and a seventh of France. 
Twice she overwhelmed 
the

sians who had penetrated East Prus- 
sia.

She smashed her way far into the 


czar's dominions and crushed Serbia 
and Montenegro. 
She directed

But with tbe present summer a 


sweeping change came over tbe aa- 
pect of military affairs. 


Co-operating through the allies 


war council with General Joseph 
Joffre at Its head, the Italians beat 
back the Austrian columns in

Trentino, the Russians drove tbe 
Teutons before them in the east with 
herrfble destruction and the British 
and French began a slow and me- 
thodical heading of the long estab- 
lished linea in tbe west. 


These are the movements which 


are still going on as the war enters 
it- third aad, according to Lord 
Kitchner's delphic prediction, final 
year. 
Whether the kaiser will re- 


trieve himself, again seize the initia- 
tive and enter on new campaigns of 
conquest cannot be foretold. One 
thing is certain, the two largest em- 
pires of the earth. Russia and Great 
lirltain. are at last fully organized 
for war against him.

On aprU 19 the great Black 
sea port of Trebisond fell and two 
days later the first Russian contin- 
gent landed in France. Still the Ger- 
man writers would not believe and 
it took the magnificent Russian driv« 
oi June, which won all of Bukowina 
and a large slice of Volhynia and 
Galicla to convince then) that Rus- 
sia was again a force to be reckoned 
with. 


To understand this 
phenomenon 
o' Russian resurrection It is neces- 
sary to realize not only that the Rus- 
sians now have the heavy artillery 
and shells they lacked in the great 
retreat, but that their losses in num- 
bers bother them not at all. 


Seven million young men 
have 


come of military age in Russia since 
the war begun and of these at least 
five million are fit for duty. Despite 
her gigantic losses it is quite possible 
there are more soldiers and poten- 
tial soldiers In Russia today than 
when the war started. 
Certainly 


there are now and will be for many 
years to come all the "cannon fod- 
der" that can be utilized 
at 
the 


front. 


Erroneously considering the West- 


ern front the more dangerous, the 
German general staff 
on February 


21 began a heavy attack 
on the 


fortress of Verdun, with the object 
of using up French ammunition and 
men until no alllef offensive would 
'be possible this year. 


Being on the outside of a curved 


line they were ab.e to place more 
guns and manoeuvre more 
freely 


than their opponents and month aft- 
r month they drew close to the now 
famous little city. 


Whether their gains were victori- 


ous or defeats will only 'be known 
after the war when we learn the 
number of killed and wounded they 
paid for each point. They advanced, 
but were never able to stampede the 
defenders. 


Perhaps Verdun will be the 
last 


great German offensive. 
Certainly 


today the Teutons have their hands 
full stemming the Russian advance, 
which is penetrating 
Transylvania, 


and the Anglo-French pounding at- 
tack along he Somme. 


The Austrians. who in the latter 


half of May debouched from 
the 


Trentino and almost gained the foot- 
hills and smiling plains of Italy, are 
also content to stand and ward off 
the 'blows of tbe Italians, after giv- 
ing up most of their gains. 


The year saw the 
Germans lose 


their Cameroon colony in January, 
while Columns of Belgians, 
French 


and British close in on the stout de- 
fenders of the East African colony, 
the last of the kaiser's oversea pos- 
session's. 


In Mesopotamia the British, pene- 


trating to within seven miles of Bag- 
dad, 
were defeated and forced to re- 


treat, being finally ibesieged in Kut- 
ei-Amara on December 10. 
A re- 


ieving expedition was 
unsuccessful 


and on April 30, the garrison capit- 
ulated.

bears 
out, in a scientific manner, 


the idea that woman sees more de- 
tails than man, and remembers them 
better. 


It is an interesting discovery. 
This would indicate that "the 


woman in business" has been misin- 
formed regarding the legal status oi 
woman's word the world over.

Hung the support which might rea- 
sonably be expected of them. 
Many 


of the provinces have refused to re- 
join the union and new demands are 
made 
upon 
the 
president almost 


daily >by political leaders in the re- 
belling provinces. 
Liang Shi-Yi and 


Chow Tsu Chi, the two members of 
the government who have had most 
to do with finances in China have 
'both resigned under fire. 
The for- 


mer was bead of the financial council 
and director general of the Bank of 
Communications. The latter was for- 
merly minister of commerce and ag- 
riculture, but had for a short, lure, 
served as minister of finance. 
Bota 


of these men were close advisers ol 
Yuan Shi Kai and are regarded by 
foreigners as two of the ablest lead- 
ers in China. 


Liang Shi Yi has been the storm 


center of criticism for many months, 
and recently the republican press lias 
assailed him bitterly. 
The board, of 


censors has made an adverse report 
ou his administration, charging mis- 
feasance and malfeasance in office. 
He is accused of various financial ir- 
regularities and is blamed with the 
shortage of hard money, which made 
it necessary to suspend specie pay- 
ment on the notes of the Bank of 
Communications and the Bank of 
China. 


Tuan Cai Jui, the premier, is also 


being attacked by ~the republican 
pi ess and charged with an unwilling- 
ness to have President Li Yuan Hung 
issue a mandate restoring 
the old 


Nanking provisional constitution and 
reconvening the national assembly 
provided for by that constitution. 


While hitter criticism has not been 


directed as yet towards President Li 
Yuan Hung, there are many who are 
lukewarm in bis support. Li Yuan 
Hung's position in extremely 
diffi- 


cult 
He has inherited a depleted 


treasury and a thoroughly disorgan- 
ized government. Three factions are
